Applicant respectfully requests two (2) pages of exhibits, 
enclosed herewith and identified as Exhibits (a) and (g) , be admitted 
as part of this patent application which is identified supra. 

The exhibits enclosed herewith are lithographic images printed 
using a multi-color printing press and are required in order to fully 
appreciate applicant's invention. The printing press used to produce 
the images utilizes printing plates, one plate for each color of ink 
used on the printing press as described in the patent application 
herewith. 

Since patents are typically published in black and white, 
applicant's invention can only be shown " represent ively " using a gray 
scale in the specification and drawings. Further, said exhibits are 
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* not drawings, nor are said exhibits photographs. Applicant's exhibits 
are color lithographs, which are prohibitively difficult to reproduce 
in a patent application. 



Exhibit (a) is an example of a printed lithographic image showing 
banding, which appears as streaks or striations in the image. 



Exhibit (b) is the same lithographic image that was produced 
using applicant's inventive method. Note the conspicuous absence of 
streaks or striations in the image. 

Applicant avers the exhibits herein substantially comply with 
37 CFR §1.84 as required by 37 CFR §1.91, while still meeting the 
contraints of the MPEP 608.03(a) requiring exhibits be in a form that 
can be conveniently stored in the file wrapper.
